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The collections here described comprise 24 or 25 species taken in thè Seychelles 
by Mr Hugh Scott, together with 3 collected by Mr J. C. F. Fryer in Aldabra. Those 
taken in thè Seychelles were practically all obtained in thè high endemie mountain 
forests, which will account for thè very lai'ge proportion of new species. One would, 
however, naturally expect thè Tipulid Fauna of thè Seychelles to be of considerable 
interest, more particularly as no member of thè family has until now been recorded 
as occurring in those islands. Such expectations have been fully realised, for of thè 
27 species described in thè sequel no less than 23 appear to be new to Science. 

Taken together, thè membership in thè different groups is as follows :

lt will be seen at once from thè above tliat thè Limnophilini and thè Tipulidre 
longipalpi are quite unrepresented. Tliis is remarkable, as Limuophila , r ripula , and 
Pachyrrhina are usually well represented in thè tropics. The common tropical genus 
Eriocera too is badly represented, and thè two species lieve assigned to it approximate 
to Penthopteru in size and in their somewhat pubescent wings; it may be tliat thè 
genus Penthoptcra will have to be given up. Penthopteru only difters from Eriocera 
in tliat its members have hairy wings, and thè two Seychelles species seem to be 
intermediate, silice thè wings are only slightly hairy at thè tip. They are smallcr than 
most of thè species of Eriocera. Apart from tliese rather surprising negative characters, 
thè fauna sliows some interesting features. 'J'haumastopterà aldabrensis, if correctly 
placed, is thè second species of thè genus, thè other being European ; Anisomem had 
only been recorded from Europe and America; Thrypticomyia and J'asiocera only from 
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Australia. All thè species here described as new, with thè exception of Geranomyia 
immaculata, fit fairly well iute existing genera. The most interesting insects in thè 
collection however are thè Ceratocheilus and thè two species of Styringomyia ; these 
bave also proved of value indirectly, since in determining them I have been able to 
clear up some interesting points of synonymy. 

The relationships of thè fauna as a whole are necessarily not very evident, since 
thè collection of Tipulid® in thè tropics has been so much neglected, owing no doubt 
to their extreme fragility. There seems however to be a closer connection with Africa 
than with India. The various relationships can best be expressed by means of a 
table :

In regard to some of thè generic names used, explanation is necessary. Some 
writers are following Hendel and Coquillet in adopting thè nomina nuda — for such 
they are for practical purposes — of “ Meigen’s 1800 paper.” The present writer, in 
common with many of our leading dipterists, refuses to accept these, for otlier reasons 
besides thè one given. Secondly, thè name Furcomyia, substituted by Coquillet for 
Dicranomyia, is rejected. The writer considera that its validity dates from 1910, as 
Meigen merely quoted it as a manuscript name given by Megerle, and neither adopted 
it nor gave any description. Dicranomyia therefore takes precedence. The sanie 
argument will apply to “ Marginomyia” and Dicranoptycha. Limonia (Meigen 1803) 
has sometimes been used for Limnobia (Meigen 1818), but is not adopted here, as thè 
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first description (of Limonio) is totally inadequate, and, moreover, Meigen states that 
thè antenna} are 16-jointed, which is not thè case in thè typical species of his Limnobio . 
Thus there seems no necessity to reject this well-established name. Eriocera is used 
in preference to Caloptera or Evanioptera ; Caloptera was pnblished without description ; 
Evanioptera, as far as I can ascertain, two or three months later than Eriocera. 

Sub-fam. Limnobiinae. Group Limnobiini. 

Genus Dicranomyia Stephens, Cat. Brit. Ins., ii. 243 (1829). 

1. Dicranomyia tipulipes Karsch, Ent. Nachr., xii. 51, 1 (1886). (Piate 10, fig. 1, 
vving ; piate 11, fig. 1, $ genitalia.)

These specimens are smaller than thè type, as Karsch gives a wing measurement of 
8'5 mm. They also differ in thè absence of a yellow margin to thè median band of thè 
thorax, and in thè fact that thè 6th longitudinal vein is not markedly paler than thè rest. 
It is possible therefore that they may prove eventually to be distinct from D. tipulipes. 

I have failed to find any reai difference between D. tipulipes Karsch, and D. 
consimilis Bergroth, by comparing thè descriptions, and think it probable that they and 
thè Seychelles specimens are merely forms of one species. The chief distinguishing 
character given by Bergroth, viz., thè length of thè small cross-vein, is variable in thè 
specimens before me ; in three thè submarginai celi and discal celi actually touch ; in thè 
others there is a short cross-vein separating them. The present specimens all have a 
blackish spot at thè base of thè basai cells, which is mentioned by Karsch but not by 
Bergroth. Karsch’s statement that D. tipulipes has 15-jointed antenme is probably a 
mistake ; in all thè Seychelles specimens thè antenme are normal. Karsch does not 
mentimi thè blackish tips of thè tibire. D. tangentialis Speiser, from Kilimandjaro, is also 
very closely allied, though perhaps distinct.

Lcgs testaceous, tips of femora and tibia} indistinctly 
darker. Wings faintly fuscous-tinged ; dark spots at base of basai cells, at base of 
prmfurca, and on thè marginai cross-vein (thè stigma) ; sometimes also on first longitu¬ 
dinal and at apex of pnefurca. Yeins dark ; first longitudinal sometimes palcr. 
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Mediastinal vein reaching costa almost at origin of prsefurca, subcostai cross-vein dose to 
its tip ; first longitudinal vein sharply bent up to costa near its tip, marginai cross-vein 
nearly in a line vvitli thè bent portimi, at about thè length of thè submarginai celi ; 
submarginai celi slightly expanded at apex, nearly twice as long as priefurca. Knob of 
halteres grey, stalk whitish ochreous. Abdomen fuscous.

This species varies considerably in size and in thè distinctness and amount of thè 
dark markings on thè wings. It appears to come nearest to D. vicarians Scliiner, 
though there may be no reai relationship.

This species is closely allied by its moniliform antennse and wing-markings to 
Rhipidia afra Bergroth, but differs markedly in its smaller wings and in thè coloration 
of thè tliorax. It shows stili greater resemblance to R. pidchra Meijere, from Java. 
The chief differences are that in li. pidchra thè antennse are unspotted (?), thè pleurse 
have only two brown stripes, thè abdomen is pale above and below, and thè bases of thè 
tibise as well as of thè femora are ochreous; thè dark spot on thè 7th longitudinal vein is 
near but not at thè apex.

Meijere has recently (Tijd. v. Ent., 1911, p. 27) recorded thè male of R. pidchra and 
now places thè species in Dicranomyia, and without doubt thè present species must be 
placed in thè same genus. I consider, however, that these species, and others I have 
seen from Africa, render it advisable to sink Rhipidia as at most a subgenus of 
Dicranomyia. The antennse of thè species of Rhipidia seem to show insensible gradations 
from being quite simple to ‘being strongly pectinate. The British Museum possesses $ 
and ? specimens of R. afra from Uganda, and thè antennse are not pectinate in either 
sex, so that this species, at least, is a Dicranomyia.

I bave seen two species from Ceylon, which though they do not invalidate thè genus 
differ in several respeets from botli Tseychellensis and T. auvipennis (vide Ann. Mag. 
Nat. Hist., (8) viii. 1911, p. 58). Brunetti (Ree. Ind. Mus., voi. vi. p. 270) considers that 
Tìiryptìcomyia is untenable. Admittedly it stands very dose to Dicranomyia .

Dr Speiser has kindly confirmed my determination of this species. The Seychelles 
specimens differ from thè type in thè position of thè dark band of thè femora : typically 
this is apical, but in all thè Seychelles specimens it is just before thè apex. In one of 
Speiser’s specimens however this was thè case, and he does not consider thè difference to 
be speci fic.

<7. sajchellarum is closely allied to <7. coruigerum Speiser (ivinn-sampsoni Wesché) 
(vide Ann. Mag. Nat. Iiist., ser. 8, viii. 1911, p. 279), differing chiefìy as follows : thè 
spots on thè wings are fainter, and there is no spot on thè lst longitudinal vein midway 
between thè base and thè origin of thè prsefurca, which is well-marked in <7. cornigerum ; 
thè rostrum is relatively longer and thè second joint of thè antenna smaller. From 
Toxorrhina madagascariensìs Meunier, thè present species is distinguished by thè 
neuration (?), and by its smaller size and relatively longer rostrum ; thè third joint of thè 
antenna) is a little larger. It is possible that these three may eventually prove to be 
only locai fornis of a rather variable species.

Rostrum as long as head. Thorax and abdomen ochreous grey. Legs very slender, 
testaceous, apices of femora darker. Wings hyaline, stigma absent ; prsefurca rather 
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obtusely angulated near its origin, witli a short stump of a vein extending fromthè angle 
towards thè base of thè wing ; marginai cross-vein near apex of first longitudinal, which is 
distinct and gently curved into thè costa ; great cross-vein opposite origin of pnefurca ; 
third posterior celi very short, shorter than its petiole, contracted to a point at thè base. 
Halteres pale ochreous.

Thorax dark brown above, pleura) more chocolate-coloured ; a yellow 
line at level of wing-insertion, continuous round front of mesonotum ; another along thè 
bases of thè coxa) ; a transverse raised yellow bar across thè posterior end of thè 
metanotum. Legs testaceous, femora with a fuscous ring just before thè apex, less 
conspicuous on thè front legs. Wings pale brownish, cross-veins strongly infuscated, two 
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or three very indistinct darker clouds on thè costa. Mediastinal veiu reaching costa at 
origiu of prmfurca, just before middle of wing, subcostai cross-veiu near its tip ; first 
longitudiiial veiu ending in costa at about of wing, marginai cross-vein some distance 
beyond its tip ; base of submarginal celi, great and small cross-veins forming one obtusely- 
angulated line at about § of wing ; first posterior celi contracted at apex. Ilalteres 
yellow. Abdomcu dark fuscons, with yellow lateral spots on thè apices of thè segments, 
almost meeting in thè middle ; these spots are smaller and less yellow in thè temale.

Pycnocrepis Enderlein, Zool. Jahrb., Syst., xxxii. 65 (1912). 

17. Styringomyia mahensis, sp. n. (Piate 11, fig. 8, $ genitalia.) 

Lutea, mesonoto nigro, antennis fusco-annulatis, pedibus annulis 4 latis nigris ; alis 
parum infuscatis et nigropunctatis. 

Head yellowish, front bristly, especially in $ ; palpi ratlier dark, thè three apical 
joints fuscous at their tip ; second and third joints considerably widened apically. 
Antenna yellowish, second joint black ; joints of flagellum ovate, with whorls of 
bristles about their middle, spotted with fuscous, so that thè antenna! have a ringed 
appearance. Prothorax fuscous yellowish. Mesothorax blackish above, except for a 
median yellow stripe behind thè suture which extends across thè scutellum ; pleurse and 
stermini clear yellow-ochreous. Legs yellow, rather densely covered with long hairs, and 
with scattered stronger bristles, with distinct black rings ; four anterior femora with 
a narrow ring beyond thè middle and a broader one just before thè apex ; on thè hind 
femora thè rings are similar but somewhat more conspicuous, and thè anterior one is in tlie 
middle. All t ibi te with a broad ring before thè middle and a narrower one at thè apex. 
Tarsal joints blackish at thè tips, and thè whole of thè last joint is dark (thè tips of thè 
tarsal joints are much lighter on thè hind legs). Wings slightly infuscated, especially on 
thè 5th longitudiiial veiu, with purplish reflections ; a blackish spot on thè small cross- 
vein ; thè great cross-vein and thè apex of thè discal celi are marked with blackish, as is 
thè axillary vein towards its tip; this tip is bent downwards to thè hind margin almost at 
a right angle, and a stump of a vein arises from thè angle. Ilalteres yellowish. Abdomen 
in $ testaceous with narrow fuscous bands on thè apices of thè segments, in ? mostly 
blackish (very likely owing to discoloration) ; genital segment in both sexes yellowish. 
Genitalia of $ similar to those of S. crassicosta ; thè large upper lobes bear four terminal- 
dorsal appendages, of which thè inner pair are very long, membranous, and terminated by 
a long bristle ; thè outer pair are much shorter than thè corresponding structures in 
S. crassicosta, being reduced almost to tubercles, but terminated, as in S. crassicosta, by 
a strong spine. Between thè two large lobes, at thè base, is a small unpaired structure 
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terminating in two spines, as in S. crassicosta. The upper lobes bear very complicateci 
comb-like appenclages on their ventral side. Beneatb all is a ventral piate (operculum), 
which in tliis species is about as long as thè upper lobes (excluding thè terminal append- 
ages) ; in S. crassicosta it is distinetly shorter. The operculum is trilobed, thè lateral 
lobes shorter and smaller thau thè median and much more strongly chitinised (thè $ 
operculum in S. crassicosta is simple, not trilobed). The ? operculum has thè sides almost 
parallel. thè end slightly emarginate ; that of S. crassicosta has thè sides converging and 
thè apical emargination rather more evident. The ? genitalia in Styringomyia seem to 
be almost as complicateci as those of thè male ; I shall not attempt to describe them 
in detail here.

Ochracea, thorace obscure fuseo-bilineato, alis hyalinis, nigro-punctatis, pedibus obseure 
4-annulatis ; antennis ex toto luteis. 

Yery much like S. mahensis, but less yellow, and inclined to greyish ochreous. 
Antennce all yellowish, second joint not darkened. Thorax brownisli ochreous above, witli 
two darker brown rather indistinct longitudinal streaks, thè median space between these 
is paler ochreous. Legs with thè darker rings in thè sanie position as in S. mahensis, but 
greyish and almost confined to thè upper surface ; hardly perceptible on thè hind legs. 
Last joint of tarsi blackish. 117» 7 * hyaline, spots as in S. mahensis, but smaller and less 
pvonounced. Abdomen rather lighter than in thè prececling species, lower lobe of $ 
genitalia almost as long as upper. In one $ (probably because not discoloured) thè 

abdomen is coloured as in $. The genitalia, in both sexes, are almost exactly like those 

of S. mahensis, thè only difference that I can see being that in S. annulipes thè 
$ operculum is less deeply trilobed ; this may perhaps be due to a difference in mounting. 
Notwitkstanding thè dose resemblance in structural characters between thè two 
species, I consicler that they are well distinguished both by coloratimi and by thè slightly 
different relative length of thè wings. 

The writer’s determination of tliis species was contirmed by Dr Enderlein, who kindly 
compared a specimen with bis type.

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Tliis is a strikingly isolateci genus, more so perhaps than any other in thè Limnobina 
anomala ( = Rhamphidinse of Kertesz). The insects with their short antennie and legs, 
rather long and narrow wings, and elongated abdomens, look more like Chironomidm than 
Limnobiidae ; thè resemblance may he only superficial, or may indicate an ancestral con¬ 
nection with that faniily. Brunetti (Ree. Ind. Mus. vi. 1911, p. 297) places thè genus 
in thè Eriopterini between Mongoma and Gonomyia ; I cannot follow him in tliis, as 
I consider Styringomyia is niuch more nearly related to Teucholabis and Paratropesa. 

Styringomyia seems to occur throughont thè Ethiopian, Orientai and Australasian 
regions. The first recent species described was S. didyma Grimshaw, from thè Sandwich 
Islands. Tliis has silice been recorded from thè Caroline Islands (as Idiophlebict pallida), 
Semarang, Batavia, Pasuruan, and Queensland. The second species, S. (Idiophlebia ) 
crassicosta Speiser, was described from Kamerun ; it is widely distributecl in Africa ; thè 
British Museum possesses specimens from N. Nigeria, Gold Coast, Mashonaland, Natal, 
Brit. E. Africa and Delagoa Bay ; I liave also seen it from thè Cape of Good Hope ; 
Mr C. P. Alexander redescribes it (Can. Ent., 1912, p. 83, as S. hoivardi) from Queliniani, 
Zainbesi River. My S. ceylonica from Ceylon (also found in India and thè Straits 
Settlements) may be only a forni of S. crassicosta, but there are slight differences 
in thè $ genitalia ; it is rather surprising, considering tliis distribution, that it is not 
thè species found in thè Seychelles. I should say that, through thè kindness of 
Prof. Sjostedt, I bave examined thè type of S. crassicosta and compared it with thè 
British Museum specimens. It closely resembles S. seychellarum ; thè marked differences 
in thè genitalia have already been pointed out. Brunetti ( loc . cit. pp. 300, 301) describes 
two species from Nepaul and S. India. Finally, it may be mentioned that three species 
(two from Africa, one from Straits Settlements) in thè British Museum collection await 
description. 

The originai description of S. venusta Loew is not full enough for a detailed compari¬ 
sci! to be macie, but it would seem to be distinct from any living species by thè shortness 
of its wings. These do not vary perceptibly in length (relatively to thè length of thè 
body) in thè Seychelles species. Loew (Bernstein und Bernsteinfauna, p. 38, 1850) men- 
tions, but tloes not clescribe, another species in thè mime of S. gracilis. 

Group Eriopterini. 

Genus Ormosia Rondani, Prodi-., i. 180 (1850).

19. Ormosia perpusilla, sp. n. (Piate 10, fig. 12, wing ; piate 11, fìg. 10, $ 
genitalia.)

$• Ilead brownish ochreous, antenna} a little shorter than tliorax, joints of flagellum 
aliout as long as broad. Tliorax dark brown above, ochreous on pleura}, without any 
distinct markings. Legs brownish ochreous. Wings fuscous-tinged, rather densely liairy, 
hairs on thè veins, flattened and scale-like. Marginai cross-vein just before base of 
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first submarginai celi, which is about half as long as thè second ; second posterior celi 
about half as long as third; discal celi open, coalescent with thè third posterior celi. 
Abdomen brownish ochreous. 

$. There is a single temale which most likely belongs to this species. Tt is darker 
in coloni - than thè males, thè wings darker fuscous, and thè abdomen appearing blackish.

Wings fuscous, darker towards thè costa ; four 
or five ratlier large ochreous spots along thè costa : smaller whitish ochreous spots along 
thè posterior and lower margine, at thè terminations of thè veins ; a large whitish ochreous 
spot over thè cross-veins, between thè two largest costai spots ; a similar smaller spot at 
thè apex of thè open discal celi. First submarginai celi five-sixths as long as second; 
great cross-vein a quarter of thè way along thè discal celi from thè base. Abdomen 
dark fuscous.

Thorax 
yellow-ochreous, sides mostly shilling milky white. Legs yellow ochreous, claws black. 
Wings hyaline, veins yellow-ochreous, very hairy, especially in thè apical part of thè 
wings. Praefurca curved at thè base ; fìrst submarginai celi two-thirds as long as second ; 
second posterior celi half as long as third ; discal celi open, coalescent with thè third 
posterior celi ; great cross-vein at base of discal celi, in a line with thè small cross-vein. 
Halteres yellow-ochreous, thè knob brownish. Abdomen yellow-ochreous. 

In thè ? froni Malie thè thorax is entirely yellow-ochreous, and thè abdomen is largely 
blackisb (perhaps discoloured by food).

Although this species shows all thè principal characters of thè genus, it has a very 
different appearance and must belong to quite a different group from thè last.

(Piate 10 , fig. 14, wing; piate 11 , fig. 12, $ 
genitalia.)

$. Head obscure, fuscous brownish ; antennse hardly as long as thorax, rather 
densely clothed with long hair ; joints of scape much broader tlian those of flagellimi, 
second larger than first, nearly globose ; joints of flagellimi nearly equal in lengtb, 
narrower towards thè tip. Thorax brownish, somewhat shilling, moderately covered with 
long hair. Legs fuscous, with rather long appressed hairs. Wings fuscous-tinged, all thè 
veins except thè cross-veins densely covered with very long hair. Neuration apparently 
rather variable, but typically as follows : subcostai cross-vein absent ; first and second 
submarginai cells almost equal in length, prafurca arising at l thè lengtli of thè wing, 
ending in second submarginal celi, or sometimes apparently in first ; base of first sub- 
marginal celi in a line with marginai cross-vein (at least in a wing mounted in balsam), 
a vein-stump extending from thè junction towards thè base of thè wing; discal celi open 
(sometimes closed ?), coaleseing with second posterior celi ; great cross-vein at base of 
discal or second posterior celi, with it retracted some distance towards thè base of thè 
wing. Halteres hairy, fuscous, thè knob somewhat darker. Abdomen with a dense 
covering of long dark hairs, dilli fuscous, genitalia more brownish.

This species seems to be intermediate betwéen Erioptera (senso stricto) and Molo- 
phihts. At first I was inclined to place it in one of these genera, and ascertained that it 
had not been described under either. But although it differs from Tasiocerct in thè 
an temi al characters, which Skuse seems to regard as some of thè most important diagnostic 
characters of that genus, yet it agrees very well in several important points, namely, thè 
complete absence of thè subcostai cross-vein ; thè short seventh longitudinal, which reaches 
only to ^ of thè wing ; thè position of thè great cross-vein ; tlie termination of thè 
prsefurca in thè second submarginai celi ; and finally thè dense hairiness and thè great 
length of thè hair on thè abdomen, wings and antenna*. The cross-veins, as in thè 
Australian species, are very difficult to make out, even with thè wing denuded of hair and 
mounted in balsam. They seem, however, to be rather variable, as pointed out in thè 
description. Whether thè pnefurca ends in thè first or second submarginai celi is difficult 
to see without mounting thè wing ; in thè specimen mounted (thè one figured) it ended in 
thè second, but in other specimens I think it ends in thè first.

Dr Iv. Griinberg kindly confirmed my identification by comparing a specimen with thè 
type in thè Berlin Museum. The species may readily be recognised by its four posterior 
cells and by its white tarsi and white-tipped tibia*, thè middle tibia* being fringed on both 
sides at thè tip with white hairs. 

Previously (Ann. Mag. Nat. Hist., ser. 8, viii. 1911, p. 63) 1 bave considered that 
Mongoma sliould be regarded as a subgenus of Trentepohha , this lattei* being an older 
name. Brunetti, however (Ree. Ind. Mus., vi. 1911, pp. 290—297), prefers to recognise 
three allied genera forming thè Mongoma group, and as these three do not apparently 
intergrade it may be as well to fbllow him in this. Ilis Mongomioìdcs , however, is only 
a synonym of Trenlepohlia Bigot (Ann. Soc. Ent. France, ser. 3, ii. p. 473, 1854), silice 
Limnobia Irentepohlii Wied. is thè type in each. Even if thè originai characterisation 
were insufficient, as Brunetti claiins, thè writer’s limitation of thè subgenus Trentepohha 
(prior to thè publication of Mongomionles ) would give thè name a proper standing. 

Meijere, on thè authority of Jacobson, states that this species, like Dicranomyia 
(Thrypticomyia) saltanti , forms chains on web-threads. Similar liabits bave been observed 
by Scott in Thrìjpiicompia seyeheUensìs , and it is interesting to notice that all three 
species bave white tarsi. It is strange that thè sanie habit sliould bave been developed 
independently in two very difterent genera.

Ilead whitish above, palpi black ; antenna) short and six-jointed in botli sexes, 
barely twice tbe lengtli of thè head, last joint indistinetly divided into two, scape whitish, 
flagellimi grey. Thovax greyish brown, with a fine, rather indistinct whitish line round 
thè front margin and reaching back to thè insertion of thè wings ; pleura below this 
darker ; legs testaceous, coxte more yellowish. Wings opaque, greyish brown, veins of thè 
ground colour; first submarginai celi short, about half thè lengtli of its petiole, marginai 
cross-vein inserted before tlie middle of thè petiole. Abdomen greyish brown.

There is in thè British Museum a single specimen of an insect from Selangor, which 
to thè naked eye would easily pass as A, ferruginea, but looked at closely it is seen to 
bave 14-jointed antenme and only one submarginai celi. It has, however, spurred tibiae, 
and only three posterior cells, as has Anisomera , and hence seems to be a species of 
Cladolipes .

Wings smoky, stigma absent ; pubescence 
disti net on veins and in cells towards apex ; four posterior cells, subcostai cross-vein placed 
well before thè apex of thè auxiliary vein, marginai cross-vein inserted at thè tip of thè 
first submarginai celi ; fìrst submarginal celi longer than its petiole ; second and third 
posterior cells of nearly equal width at base. Abdomen ferruginous.
